‘It seems pretentious for me to write 
upon a subject which is undoubtedly so 
far beyond the reach of my feeble pen. 
Still, in this brief article I do not intend 
to venture any criticisms, but only give 
a few general opinions, which you can 
receive as you. think proper, It is a 
pretty well known fact that in the pres- | 
ent day the human mind very often. at- 
tains its clearest and_-most’ penetrating 
visions of things by spontaneous and not 
reflective thought. _When we are influ- 


enced by a simple desire to discover the , 


truth, our mental “powers operate spon- 
taneously. The ‘mind then not only 
acts ‘much more faithfully, but any met- 
aphysical introspection would tend only 
to dim the clearness of its views. Then 
also, when great thoughts suddenly. 
dawn upon men, their minds are not in 

the least curbed, and they emerge com-’ 
placently from the darkness of night

intuitions. ‘These ‘intuitions pass. so 
rapidly with us, that they are seldom 
analyzed and very often not even observ- 
ed, But when there is involved in these 


processes the gathered wisdom of long, 


varied and ripened experience, they un- 
doubtedly afford analyses the most re- 
fined, and generalizations of the. widest 
scope. When the German. philosopher 
Leibnitz developed his grand theory of a 
pre-established harmony running through 
the mental and: the material universe, 
“ there were,” says Sir William Hamil- 
ton, “ inactive exercise, but long obser- 
vation of human nature and the ways of | 
God, searching analyses and a cultivat- 
ed moral vision.” There is a similar 
union involved in: the far-reaching 
glimpses which more obscure men have. 
had of great moral or spiritual virtues 
regarding the nature of man, and the 


character and dealings of God. I refer 


particularly to this subject of inttition-. 
alism, for it appears to me to be the dis- 
tinguishing trait of our California pulpit. 
Our sermons, generally, are not logical, 
systematical expositions of theological 


sentiments, but a kind of bursting revela- 


tions, which are,particularly adapted to 
the mind of the average California aud- 
itor. The more educated and philosoph- 
ical mind, probably, generally gives the 
preference to the logically concentrated 
thought; but the popular mind has not 
advanced ,to this point, and, in Califor- 
‘nia, probably will not in this generation. 

The principal aim of most successful 
preachers has been to impress the minds 
of their hearers with their own thoughts; 

and the intuitional method has here prov- 

en the most definite and ‘serviceable. 
The fluent and often formless. phrases, 

steeped with feeling, the most intense | 
and profound, is the only process that 
will evangelize GValifornia in its present 
condition ; and I am glad that all our 
most enrnent preachers seem to have 
awakened to this fact. Profound, theo- 
logical learning in a transitional coun- 
try like California would only convey a 
conglomeration of truth and error ; and 
the threads of christian dogmas would 
be so entangled as not to admit of the 
possibility of unravelling them. 


I do not wish to be understood as say- 
ing there are not perils attending intui- 
tional thought. For thereare ; and fhe 
most common one is, to anesthe to some 
higher influence the idea, which arises | 
simply from the law of association or or- 
ganic impulses, and to God himself 
what springs from the fallible heart. I 
was forcibly struck with this, recently, 
when listening to a young and promin- 
ent. divine of San Francisco. The 
height to which my soul was carried 
had such 9 dizzying influence, that, had 


‘I not felt my standing most secure, I 


certainly would have fallen. The error 
into which this talented elergyman 
seems to have fallen, can be easily de- 
tected by a careful reflex examination of | 


| the spontaneous process of intuition, or 


of the intuition with certain conjointed 
elements. This error will be found 
creeping into the visfons and raptures of 
nearly all ,young preachers ; and the 
best remedy, I think, is by ‘an inductive 
‘inquiry into the nature ef their intui- 
tions, and by trying the proposed dogma 
or feeling, by the tests thus discovered of 
intuition. It is principally, I think, this 
failing that makes the productions of the 
young generally unattractive to older 
‘and more mature minds. The indis. 
criminate appeal to intuition is too sug- 
gestive of hypothesis,.and, is immediate- 
ly rejected, when subjected to the rigid 
induction of facts. It has no right to 
career Without restraintin the rich‘fields, 
especially of religion, and, there should | 
be..some, means of restraining. it, and 


keeping it within a soméwhat legitimate | 


province. The best. corrective. for this 
peril, ag I said before, is a cool, reflex 
examination of the spontaneous: 
for then, when the idea has occurred to 


| our minds, we can, to a greaf extent,

Every experienced 
thinker knows this; but what’ is to be

neglecting other aspects, which are only 
to be detected by longer and more fam- 
‘iliar ‘acquaintance, 

The pulpit. will retain its well earned 
prestige ; for it| keeps not only abreast, 
but; generally, a little in advance of the 
times: The American pulpit does, in 


than the more formal and dignified pul- 
pits of Europe., If it incidently furnish- 
es more food for speculative spirits, it is 
at least eminently fitted to dissolve that 
rigid and icy rationalism, which is en- 
deavoring to freeze out the warm, chris- 
tian spirituality of the old world. To 
‘be true, we do not excite so much rev- 
erence ; yet by a modesty, candor, and 
love of divine truth, we win more con- 
fidence and endear more minds. Our 
California -pnlpit embodies all. these 
characteristics, and carries to a greater 
degree a consciousness of wrong and a 
conviction of right. Besides its many 
| great excellencies, it unites true spirit- 
ual principles, with sound, orthodox 
phitosophy, which never fails to accom- 
plish the most good, and sets at defiance 
the critical methods of so-called advanc- 
ed heterodox -thinkers. I was glad to 
many of our ablest and most zealous 
ministers serving the cause of simple and 
sacred truth, which theelogical, contro- 
versy, has, so) eagerly tried to corrupt. 
But California, is unquestionably a fast 
country ; every thing i is on an gccelerat- 
ed scale, and it requires profound and 
practical wisdom to check the turbid 
pool of immorality.. We must not only 
contemplate, and then overlook this 
state of affairs, but place ourselves on 


| the same footing, and combat them with 
strong and invifcible convictions, In 
| country where our public journals are 


but little better than police gazettes, and 
the whirl of public opinion serves as no 
‘beacon to the right track, the flaming 
sword of truth must be used with un- 
wonted rigor, to overcome all barriers, 
and force a passage to the tree -of- life.

The Secretary of the “ Prison Com- 
mission,” Rev. J. Woodworth, has pre- 
pared a report for the National Prison 
Association, concerning the penal and 


_reformatory agencies of this State, from 


which we extract. the following” para- 


graphs : | 
| CAUSES OF CRIME. | 
The question of the National Associa- 
tion, as to the causes of crime, is an- 
swered by placing intemperance first on 
the list of immediate causes. Want of 
industrial training, however, is regarded 
as the great cause lying further back ; a 
thorough, regularly-trained mechanic 
being seldom committed to prison for 
erime. The Trades Unions, by legislat- 
ing to prevent boys from learning trades, 
are declared to be doing much to in- 
erease the amount of that prison labor 
against which their members so vehe- 
mently protest. The great ultimate 
eause of crime, however, the one.em- 
bracing all others, is regarded as want 


of proper parental training. Many of 


the inmates of our prisons lost one or. 


‘both of their parents when young ; oth- 
ers, on account of the character of their 
- parents, were worse than orphans, and 


others, still, were petted and indulged 
so as fo be spoiled. 

The Pao of Solomon, ‘ Train 
up a child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old he will not depart from 
it,’ is more than a mere fine-sounding 
proverb. Give to a child, not by pre- 
cept only, but by example also, a thor- 
ough moral (that is, re eon social, 
educational and industria training at 
home, at school, and on the farm, or in 
the workshop, or store, or counting- 
house, or other place of employment ; 
continue the treatment until he is old 


. enongh to assume the duties and re 


sibilities of manhood, and there will be 
little ground for fear that he will ever 
be found within be walls of a felon’s 
cell. 
AGENCIES FOR PREVENTION. 
Among the agencies in operation for 
the prevention of crime, are placed first, 


the earnest prayerful efforts of christian | 


men and women, and chief of all, the in- 
- fluence of prudent and truly pious par- 
ents. Next are the Sunday-schools and 
other religious measures, the public and 
rivate schools, the orphan asylums, the 
Jedke protection and relief Society, the 
general benevolent associations, temper- 
ance societies, Young Men’s Christian 
Association, and the various other char- 
ities with which the State, and particu- 
— larly, this city, abounds, which are all 
regarded as doing a part in this great 
preventive work. The work of aiding 
and encouraging discharged prisoners is 
claimed almost entirely for the Califor- 
nia Prison Commission ; little, if dny- 
thing, in that direction , being done 
through any other channel. 


We are neither surprised nor. sorry 


_ to learn that the U. S. Supreme Court 


has decided adversely to thé claim of 
Hutchings to a quarter section of land 
in the midst of the Yosemite valley. 
We have always regarded his claim as 
an invalid one. Nevertheless, we are 
sorry for Hutchings. He hasspent much 


time and money in the prosecution of 


his supposed rights, which will never re- 
turn to him. He has some claims in 
equity, and is entitled to some moneyed 
compensation, as we have always main- 
tained. But to the land, as an owner, 
he has no title. It is public property, 
given by the national congress.to the 
state for a public park, and isnow under 
the control of a Board of Commissior- 
‘ ers, who can lease lands for hotel pur- 
poses, and other necessities and conveni- 
ences. Itis therefore practicable for Mr. 


Hutchings to get possession of a part of 


the valley, pitch his tent and there pass 
the. remainder of his days, in pleasing 
his attachments and feasting his admira- 
“tion. .A wagon road has been construct- 
ed to the valley, and one is to be graded

The sentence of Wm. Donovan, who 
was to have been hung, for murder, 
about three weeks ago, was finally com- 
muted to imprisonment for life by Gov- 


ernor Booth, during the last twenty-four 


hours preceding the time fixed for the 
execution. ‘The Governor took this ac- | 
tion after having publicly announced 
that he saw no reason for interfering to 
save this same man from the gallows. 
True, he did this at what seemed to him 
to be the solicitation of many very 


| _, | Prominent men in thiscity, and of thous- 


ands less prominent, Yet it is our firm 
conviction ,that he ought not to have 
yielded to any amount or kind of solici- 
tation. We are satisfied, too, that he was 
misled, and that these persons were not 
solicitors, and were induced to sign peti- 
tions whose full purport they did not ap- 
preciate. Those who kept Donovan 
from the gallows were only a ‘handful 
of active men and women, and there 
wére not a hundred persons, in all, who 
greatly desired a commutation of the,sen- 
tence. The mass of those who signed 
the petition would never have done so 
without a good deal of urging, and would 
have been just as well pleased, if not 


better, had the Governor denied the re- | 


quest they were engineered into making. 
In fact, the/public sentiment of this com- 


j munity was largely in favor of the exe- 


cution of Donovan. We believe that 
five-sixths of the population of the city 
and of the state were disappointed by 
the action of the executive. In itself, 
the death, or the imprisonment of Don- 
ovan was a small matter; but in the 
circumstances his escape from the halter 
was a misfortune, if not a calamity to 
the public. It has led to the conviction 
that there will be no more capital pun- 
ishments in this city, or in this state; 
and all robbers and murderers are em- 
boldened thereby.to-go on with their 
meditated assaults. They are embold- 
ened at.a time when there was special 


| need of intimidation ; and the execution 


of Donovan would have been that time- 
ly thing which would have done more 
than any other possible event to prevent 
high crimes in this state. It is the mur- 
derers who thirst for blood; not we. We 
are perfectly willing to abolish capital 
punishment whenever they are ready to 
spare their victims. Nothing yould 
please us better than that sort of abol- 
ishment. Till their thirst for innocent 
blood ceases, we can see nothing better 
to call for than their execution for their 
crimes, and the condemnation of that 
moral and sickly sentimentality which 
would try to mye them from a merited 
doom. 


Louis Napoleon Bonaparte, lately 
Emperor of the French, died at the home 
of his exile in Chiselhurst, England, un- 
der. the influence of narcotics, in the 
hands of physicians and surgeons, oper- 
ating on him for the disease known as 
“the stone,” in the forenoon of Thurs- 
day, January: 9th, 1873, at the age of 
65. He was the iniacedd son of Louis 
Bonaparte, king of Holland, a brother of 
Napoleon 1st, and Hortense, the daughb- 
ter of Josephine born (to Beauharnais) 
before the marriage of Josephine to 
Napoleon 1st. The infancy of Louis 
Napoleon was passed in Paris; his boy- 


Italy. After 1832 he was the recog- 

nized heir to the Napoleonic claims. In 
1836 he undertook .to revolutionize | 
France in his own favor, beginning at 
Strasbourg. He failed; was banished ; 

spent the next four years in England and 
America, playing billiards much of his 
time; made a new attempt to revolu- 
tionize France, in 1840, beginning at. 
Boulogne, which proved a farce, and 
was then sent for life to the fortress of 
Ham, asa madcap. Six years later he 
got away in disguise, and found a refuge 
in London, till the French revolution 
and the republic, of 1848, let him back 
to Paris.. Professing to be a firm re- 
publican, he got’ into the National As- 


semby, and in December, 1848, was. 


elected president of France. In Decem- 


ber, 1851, just as his term was about to 


expire, he executed the coup d’etat, made 
himself Dictator, and then chnend him- 

self to‘ be elected Emperor, and so be- 
came the strong personal governor of 
France, if not her absolute monarch. 
Through the attachment of the army to 
him he became Emperor, and through 
the army he ruled France for 20 years. 

His ambition was to excel the first Na- 
poleon in Lis own line of things, and to 
procure for France eclat as the domi- 


‘the river to the very center of the grand 


hood, in Switzerland, and his youth, in. 


in 1853-54, and to get the chief glory.of 
it. In 1859 he saw a chance to exalt 
himself by aiding Victor Emanuel 
against Austria. He did 80; won Ma-| 
genta and Solferino, and acquirgd Savoy 
and Nice. In 1860--61 this man vicissi- 

tudes'was at the hight of his remarkable 
career. He was known as one of the 


| ablest monarchs in the world, and was 


the acknowledged leader in the diplo- 
macy of Europe. In the time of our 
civil war he got up an invasion of Mexi- 
co, turned it into an empire and placed 
Maximilian on the throne. He did this 
in the expectation, if not the hope, that 
our republic would go to pieces, the 
“Latin race” rise to new power on our 
continent, and his pet empire in America 
add fresh laurels to his crown.- But our 
arms and our diplomacy were too strong 
for him. The great republic lived. In- 
directly it aided Mexico; Maximilian 
was shot ; his empire was overturned’; 

the French were driven from Mexico: 
and Louis Napoleon lost so much money 
and prestige by this failure that he never 
quite recovered himself. In 1866 he was 
“ left out in the cold ” from the war be- 
tween Prussia and Austria, so quickly 
was it ended. Then the world saw that 
Bismarck had beaten him at his own 
game, His mortified ambition sought a 
reason for a war with Prussia, and it 
found a pretext in an alleged candidacy | 
of one of the Germanic royal family for 
the throne of Spain. In a few-months 
came Sedan, the overthrow of the French 
empire, the final banishment, and the 
third and last refuge in England. The 
aims of sueh a life cannot be justified, 

nor its political principles, so far as it 
had any. No’treachery was ever great- 
er, nO Measure more perfidious, and no 
usurpation bolder and more bloody than 


himself the despotic ruler of his native 
country, which ‘had so generously con- 
fided in him asa Bonaparte and a re- 
publican. . Few persons have ever had 
finer opportunities and greater abilities 
than he had, all the latter part of his 
life. Can we truly affirm that he did 
not throw them away ?

‘In the order of topics for this “* Week 
of Prayer,” our theme to-night is prayer 
for families. When we speak of famil- 
ies, we have the full ideal of a family

that parental training.” Never give up 
praying, and never give uphope. Your 
eyes may grow dim in the death-shades, 
without seeing your answer, and, you 
may see in the clear vision of immortal 
day your joy and hope fulfilled.

$311,757,218 28, or more than three-eights of 
the total amount, During the’year 1871, the San 
Francisco mint turned out $25,880,241 27 or 
more than two-thirds of the total coinage of the 
United States. By far the greater proportion of it 
was gold, the silver coinage only amounting to 
$508,351 95. The number of double eagles coined 
was 883,000, worth $17,600,000. The mint was 
first opened in 1854, and since then the total 
amount of gold and silver coinage has been $321,- 
274,285 48. Last year was the most active of 
all save 1856, The first silver coinage was done 
in 1855. The greatest amount of silver coin was 
issued in 1868. The total number of coins issued 
to the end of 1871 was 33,377,549, including 
12,607,450 half dollars, and 14,283,151 double 
eagles. The total coinage of the mint from its 
inauguration to September 30, 1872, has been 
$332,798,185 48, of which $322,927,218 28 was 
gold. The comparative smallness of the silver 
coinage is accounted for by the fact that the
